DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-11 and 13-22, renumbered as 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of the record fails to anticipate or fairly suggest, using a compression algorithm for 
transmission of digital video sequence over a communication network including the 
steps of; transmitting the sequence of video signals at a plurality of the determined 
transmission bit rates, wherein the sequence is partitioned into segments such that the 
first segment is that portion at the beginning of the sequence which has an average 
number of coded bits per frame which is greater than or equal to the average number of 
coded bits per frame of any possible shorter portion starting at the beginning of the 
sequence, and wherein each succeeding segment is a portion immediately following the 
preceding segment which has an average number of coded bits per frame which is 
greater than or equal to the average number of coded bits per frame of any possible 
shorter portion immediately following the preceding segment, along with other 
limitations in independent claims 1, 2, 17 (renumbered as claim 16) and 18 
(renumbered as claim 17). 

Claims 3-11,1 3-1 6 (renumbered as 1 2-1 5) and 1 9-22 (renumbered as 18-21) are 
allowed by virtue of their dependency to the above allowable independent claims.
